The Fleet to be Destroyed First. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—Some of the 


congressional visiters at the war depart- 
ment have been inquiring of the of- 
ficials as to the exact purpose of the 
military expedition to Santiago. From 
the strength of the expedition and cer- 
tain comments that have been made by 
the military officers, the idea has go1 


abroad that Santiago was to be the base 
of operations against Havana. It was 
learned, however, that the department's 
plans do not contemplate this. 
The 


sole purpose of landing troops at San- 
tiago and capturing the town is for the 
purpose of capturing or destroying the 
Spanish fleet. It is stated that as soon 
as Santiago is reduced and the Spanish 
fleet effectually disposed of, United 
States tioops will be despatched to some 
other points of operations, eitner to 
Porto Rico or Havana, leaving the in- 
surgents iu eastern Cuba to prevent the 
Spaniards from reoccupying Santiago. 
If the insurgents cannot be depended 
upon to do this, then some of the 
United States troops will be left in ihe 
vicinity of Santiago under the protec 
tion of some of the American cruisers 
w hich by that time will have effected an 
entrance iuto Santiago bay.

Jalm, in his "Lifo," mentions that 
when as a child he extemporized a song 
on tho "word "Pcrfido" ho became vory 
excited, struck tho clavier like 0110 pos- 
beh-M'd aud several times sprang up from 
hit, .seat. After a rehearsal of bis "Ido- 
meiieu'' a writer says tho oboe and horn 
players "vreut homo half <-razy," so de- 
lightful to musicians was Mozart's mu- 
hic, while during the rehearfaal of "Le 
Xozzo di Figaro," when Beuueci was 
singing "Noii piu andrai," the orches- 
tra and listeners were all at tho same 
moment so exrited and enthusiastic over 
it they rose as one man, 
crying, 


"Bnivo, bravo, miiefatro; viva, viva, 
grmide M< >/.art." When the composer of 
the immortal" Twelfth Mass" produced 
his " Eiitfuhruug uus dem Serail" in 
17S2, the emperor of Austria expressed 
the opinion that it was "too fine for onr 
ears, my dear Mozart—too many notes,'' 
To which Mozart replied, "Exactly as 
many iiotcs as are required, your maj- 
estv."

Washington, June 15.—-It Is settled that 


Guantanamo bay and the approaches 
thereto are to be held at all hazards. 1C 
necessary, Rear Admiral Sampson will 
land 2000 men from the vessels of his 
aquadron to re-enforce the battalion of 
marines now at Calmanera. 
He has 


full authority to this effect, and it is 
confidently expected in oflicial circles 
that he will take advantage of this per- 
mission, if such action is required to re- 
tain his foothold on Cuban soil. 


Guantanamo bay will be one of the 


points at which the army will land a 
lorce, even if it does not become a base 
of operations against Santiago de Cuba. 
Jt is proposed to land General Shafler's 
force at several points along the coast 
In order that abftiultaneous attack from 
different directions may be made upon 
Santiago de Cuba. 


In any event Guantanamo bay will be 


Important as an anchorage for the troop 
ships. Guantanamo is connected with 
Santiago de Cuba by a railroad and a 
highway. The Spaniards will undoubt- 
edly destroy the railroad and obstruct 
the highway, but the troops will be able 
to remove obstacles, and the road arid 
railroad bed will be useful for the trans- 
portation of supplies to the operating 
toree. 
In addition Guantanama bay is of the 


greatest importance to the navy as a har- 
bor of refuge for the smaller naval craft 
attached to Admiral Sampson's squad- 
ron, and as a coaling point. Colliers have 
ben sent to this point, and in the smooth 
\\aters of the bay the armor clads will be 
able to coal from the colliers without the 
trouble and danger which attend the op- 
eration at sea. 


"This Is the cyclone season," said a de- 


partment oflicial to a correspondent to- 
day, "and there Is grave danger in such 
a storm of the light vessels being dashed 
on the Cuban coast. With Guantanamo 
bay convenient, the vessels will be able 
to run to it. and behind the heartlands at 
tuu entrance to be sheltered from the 
fury of a atonn." 


The artillery, with the siege guns, will 


bo landed at the Irnu wharf of the ore 
smelting company, n short distance from 
the mouth of the harbor at Santiago de 
Cuba, and. protected by an adequate '.n- 
fantry fori e.will proceed in\\ ard over the 
trail to be jrtL'kctl out by the insurgent 
scouts, until within striking distance of 
the other columns, v,h<_n tin- attack will 
be made. 


The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius will 


undoubtfdiy tin all it ctu> to make the 
ground unjomfui table for the Spaniards 
by firing dynamite shells over the hilln 
into the harlior. 


(•Ulcers of tin- army and navy in Wash- 


ington have been reluctant to believe 
that the Spanish troops \\hich fought 
afiainst ttle marines at (iuantanamn 
were guilty of mutilating the bodies of 
the- dead, but the evidence that they did 
so is conclusive. It was at first thought 
possible that the \\ounds produced by 
the 
Mauser rffles at short range had 


been such as to lead lo the belief that thfl 
bodies of thr dead men hud been hacked 
after death, but Admiral Sampson's re- 
port that the bodies were 
mutilated 


Ic-aves no do»>t on the subject. 


All officials of the government are un- 


measured in their denunciation of the 
barbarities displayed by the Spanish sol- 
diers, though the comment is made that 
nothing better could be expected from a 
nation which would blow up a warship 
of a friendly power in its harbor. 


Now that it is known that the Spanish 


cannot berelied upon to wage war in ac- 
cordance with civilized methods, all ofll- 
cers will be instructed to take extraor- 
dinary precautions to prevent their dead 
and wounded from falling into the hands 
of the enemy, for it is not believed that 
the Spanish soldiers who would hack a 
dead body would hesitate to treat the 
wounded in the same way. 


It will be more than ever necessary to 


so plan tlw campaign that the United 
States ahall in every conflict with the 
Spaniards have an overwhelming force 
o ftroops, so as to crush the enemy and 
retain possession of the field after the 
fight. Additional precautions will also 
be adopted to guard against ambus- 
cades, and when the regrufars who have 
participated in Indian campaigns get 
Into the fUld they will employ to a great 
extent the tactics which they had to 
adopt hi fighting the savages on the 
western plains. 


Spain will have to pay. dearly for her 


ravage methods In the end, for when at 
last her fleets have been wiped out and 
her armies have been defeated, and'she 
sues for peace, she^will find the condition 
as to the territorial concessions and 
monetary indemnity made much more 
burdensome on acount of the savage 
means which she has employed In the 


The navy department today posted 


the following bulletin: 


"Admiral Sampson reports that he has 


been re-enforced by several hundred 
Cubans, and thut our forces at Guan- 
tanamo are in a very satisfactory condi- 
tion. The tow n'of Acerradoros has been 
occupied by the troops under General 
Rabi. The men under General Garcia 
are co-operating with the 
American 


forces." 


At the request ol General Merrltt, it 


has been decided to give the second ex- 
pedition to the Philippines a naval con- 
voy from Honolulu to Manila. While In 
ijle opinion of those who are in * posi- 
tion to know, the armed convoy wa» 
scarcely 
deemed necessary, It wax 


thought to be best not to take any .un- 
necessary chances'where the lives of so 
large a number of mek were involved. 
What naval vessels will convoy 
the 


troops could not be ascertained, but the 
Bennintfton, In all probability, will be 
one of them.

A cordon haa been drawn round the 


camp. The unQerbrush, which gave the 
Spaniards excellent cover from which to 
pick off our men, has been leveled by the 
Cubans for a distance of 500 yards from 
the camp, and it is now comparatively 
safe for a man to show his head. 


The Spaniards, in small detachments,

Boston, June 15.—The lowest price 


named yesterday for 
strictly extra ' 


creamery wus 17 cents. Thl» figure w a» 
paid for several lot* of western in ash 
tubs, after buyers had scoured around 
to find a seller who was willing to accept 
a lo\vt?r rate. Fine lots in assorted slse 
•pruce were held at r>Vi cents, but buy- 
ers' refused to respond except lu a few 
Instances. Defective lots were offered at 
16 to 1S'~ cents, with some sales. Ladles 
and imitations sold to a fair extent at 
12^4 to 14 cent*. Very little northern 
creamery wa* offered under 17% cents. MANY IlEPKKSESTATrVES HEAUD. 
and buyers who wanted the best had to 
pay that price, but they held ofl as much 
as they could. Some receivers who wer* 
anxious tu realize accepted 17 to ri$4 
cents for a few Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire lots. Jobbers had to stiffen up on 
their prices, but found it hard to ,7et any 
advance. Salea ranged from 18 to 19 
cents In tubs, and 19 to 20 cents in boxes 
Groeeis who united lines to put away 
could not tlnd iiiuch under ISV'a cents. 


An advance has been brought about 


by the speculative operations in the 
country, and is not pleasing to the ma- 
jority of dealers here. They found it 
difficult ty do much business on the basis 
of last week's rates, and they expect to 
find it still harder this week to sell at 
any price that.will leave a margin of 
profit on cost in the country. There- 
fore, after supplying the current wants 
of buyers, the surplus will have to be put 
sway until paying prices can be obtained. 
This is not a satisfactory state of affairs, 
HI far as our dealers are concerned, but 
it cannot be helped. If large buyers 
will go into the country and pay higher 
prices than can be obtained here, thay 
alone are to blame. Creatneryman, of 
course, will sell to the highest bidders, 
for it is their business to get all they can 
for their butter. A reaction may come 
later that will hurt them as well as oth- 
ers, but they are not supposed to foresee 
that. 


No improvement can be reported In 


the market for cheese, and prices run 
along about the same as last week, with 
perhaps more of a leaning in favor of 
buyers. The sales of new have been at 
7 to IVt. cents, and receivers (IndAthard 
to place much at over 7 cents. 


The egg trade has been glow the past

Long before the independence of Amer- 


ica from England, the question of island 
ownership was one of the utmost import- 
ance among European nations. With an 
tye to the extension of her trade and 
commerce, every island in the Atlantic 
ocean, the Caribbean sea and the gulf. 
which they could tra<hs for or easily con- 
quer, has been brought under the ICnshkh 
flag. It is not my purpose to criticise 
this upon her part, for T believe It to have 
feeen wise, farsiglUed and sagacious, and 
worthy of emulation. 


Is it not essential that we should bf> 


vigilant as to our true interests at this 
lime? Would it not be wise to seize the 
opportunity presented to us by Provi- 
dence and the logic of our national fate? 


Mr. Smith then argued at considerable 


length on the constitutional power to an- 
nex new territory. Annexation is not new 
,o us, said Mr. Smith. In my humble 
gplnion the whole North American con- 
tinent and every Island in the gulf and 
the Caribbean sea and such islands in 
:he J'acinc as may be deemed rtisirable, 
ire worthy of our ambition. Not that we 
ire earth hungry, but as a measure of 
national protcctfon and advantage, It is
